Misplaced Switch and 


Fog the Cause 


War Office Publishes Long 
List of Those Killed and 


Captured by DeWet 


Nashua, N. H., Dec. 28.—The "cannon 


ball' express on the Boston & Maine 
road due here from the north at 8.30 j 
this morning collided with a freight 
train in the north yard here. 


The engineer, Edward Quimby, and 


the fireman, J. E. Marshall, on the ex- 
press were killed instantly, and sever- 
al other train hands and quite a num- 
ber of passengers were injured. 


The wreckage caught fire immediate- 


ly and the blaze was extinguished by 
the fire department. 


The trains met head on. -' 
The men in the cab of the express 


were caught in the midst of a mass oi 
metal from the locomotives, and ter- 
ribly crushed an<J scalded. 


The injured were sent to the hospital. 
The accident was due to the fog and 


a misplaced switch in the north yard. 
The freight train, from Concord for 
Boston, was switched on a side track 
to allow the express to pass. 


After the rear of the train on the 


siding had passed the switchmen found 
themselves unable to close the switch 


The "cannon ball" came along and 


in the fog knew nothing of the danger 
until the trains met. 


Frank Crows of Boston, conductor of 


the freight received a bad scalp wound. 
Robert Morrow of Concord, a newsboy 
who was at first thought to be killed, 
v.-as found later 
witfi his right leg 


broken.

soon for the United States. 


New York, Dec. 28.—Senator Depew's 


^bilde was born in New Tork, but has 
lived abroad many years, only visiting 
the United States a few times. She Is 
a daughter of the late Henry Palmer 
and granddaughter of John I. Palmer, 
founder of the Merchants' bank. Her 
mother was a Miss Hermann of New 
Orleans, and was famous for her beau- 
ty. 


After the death of John I. Palmer, 


thirty years ago, Miss Palmer went 
abroad with her father, mother and 
elder sister. Her father died in Dres- 
den five years afterward. The two sis- 
ters were educated in Germany, and 
the elder married Baron von Andre, an 
Austrian banker. 


Mrs. 
Palmer and her daughter then 


vent to Paris, taking up her residence 
in the Rue Galilee. Among their neigh- 
bors was the Comtesse de Sers, who 
was a Miss Nevin of New York, and is 
a cousin of Senator Depew. The two 
families became intimate. The senator 
used to visit his cousin every time he 
v.ent to aPris, and it was on one of 
tl.cse visits that he first met Miss 
Palmer.

' The figure first set by the Panama 
canal company was $109,141,500.

figure was considered prohibitive 
in 


view of the canal commission's report 
that it would cost nearly $145,000,000 to 
"complete the Panama '-canal. 


The estimate • cost of the Nicaragua 


canal is $190,000,000. If, thr&refore.) *tbe 
Panama interests can be secured for 
not over $40,0000,000, its total cost would 
compare favorably with that of the 
Naearaguan. while the advantages of 
the shorter Panama- route will aoaeal 
strongly to/ congress to outweigh the 
strong sentiment at'-present existing in 
favor of the Nicaraguan route.

Mark Twain Thought the L*t<«* 


More De»erviD» of » Monument. 
In December, 1883, Mark Twain, with 


other famous men, was asked to con- 
tribute an autograph letter to an album 
that was to be raffled for at the Bar- 
tholdi Pedestal Fund Art Loan exhibi- 
tion. Here is Twain's letter: 


"You 
know my weakness for Adam, 


and you know how I have struggled to 
^et him a monument and failed. Now, 
it seems to me, here is my chance. What 
jo we care for a statue of Liberty when 
n-e'xe ifjt the thing itself in its wildest 
sublim.iy? What you want of a monu- 
ment ia to keep you in mind of some- 
thing you haven't got—something you've 
lost. Very well. We haven't lost Lib- 
erty; we've lost Adam. 


"Another thing, what has Liberty don* 


for us? Nothing in particular that I 
know of. What have we done for her? 
Everything. We've given her a home and 
a good home too. And if she knows any- 
thing she knoivs it's the first time she ev- 
er struck that novelty. She knows that 
when we took her in she had been a mtva 
tramp for 6,000 years, Biblical measure. 
Yes, and we not only ended her troubles 
and made things soft for her permanent- 
ly, birt we made her respectable, and that 
bhe hadn't ever been before. And now, 
after we're poured out these Atlantics of 
benefits upon this aged outcast, lo and 
behold you, we are asked to come for- 
ward and set up a monument to her! Go 
to! Let her set up a monument to us it 
s]fe wants to do the clean thing. 


"But suppose your statue represented 


her old, bent, clothed in rags, downcast, 
shamefaced, with the insu'ts and humil- 
iation of C.OOO years, imploring a crust 
and an hour's rest for God's sake, at our 
back door? Come, now you're shouting! 
That's the aspect of her which we need 
to be reminded of, lest we forget it, not 
this proposed one, where she's hearty and 
well led ami holds up her head and flour- 
ishes her hospitable schooner of flame 
and appears to be inviting all the rest of 
the tramps to come over. Oh, go to—this 
is the very insolence of prosperity. 


"But, on the other hand, look at Adam. 


What have we done for Adam? Nothing. 
Wbnt has Adam done for us? Every- 
thing. He gave us life, he gave us death, 
ho gaye us heaven, he gave us hell. These 
are inestimable privileges, and, remember, 
r.ot one of them should we have had with- 
out Adam. Well, tnen, he ought to have 
n monument, for evolution is steadily and 
surely abolishing bin, and we must get 
up a monument, and be quick about it, or 
our children's children will grow up igno- 
rasit that there ever was an Adam. 


"With trifling alterations, -this present 


statue will answer very well for Adnm. 
You can turn that blanket into an ulster 
without 'any trouble; part the hair on one 
side or conceal the sex of bis head with a 
lire helmet, ;;nd at once he's a man. Put 
a hnrp and a halo and a palm branch in 
tho left hand to symbolize a part of what 
Adam did for nr. and leave the fire basket 
just where it is to symbolize the rest. My 
friend, the father of life and death and 
tares has been neglected long enough. 
Shall this infamy be allowed to go on or 
shall it stop right here? 


"It is bnt a question of finance? Be- 


hold the inclosed (paid bank) checks. Use 
them as freely as they are freely contrib- 
uted. Heaven knows I would there were 
a ton of them. I would send them all to 
you, 
for my heart is in this sublime

Three thousand years ago the Hebrews 


wert under the dominion of the Philis- 
tines.

It would mean va- 
cancies in the professors' chairs and upon 
the judicial bench; it would thin the 
ranks of the lawyers, ministers and doc- 
tors, of the merchants, brokers and man- 
ufacturers, and of the railroad, commer- 
cial and financial magnates; it would 
diminish the number of scholars, reform-^ 
ers and philosophers and deplete the 
ranks of sailors, soldiers, farmers, me- 
chanics and all the rest of the great la- 
boring world; the tramps, beggars and 
jailbirds would be less often met with, 
and cranks, politicians, drunkards and 
criminals fewer in number. In fact, not 
a rank or gradation of our •nhole social 
system but would be affected. 
Some 


genius of computation has figured out 
that if all the males of earth were en- 
rolled there would be an army of 7,000,- 
000 Smiths anong them. Allowing the 
feminine Smiths to be as numerous, the 
woild has 14,000,000 living Smiths.

smiths, were not men of brawn alone; 
they had~to possess the ready brain and 
skill to sharpen alike an implement, re- 
pair an armor or shoe a horse. Theirs 
was an hones* and lucrative trade, and 
every road, street and hamlet had its 
smiths. 
Xot only were there many 


smiths, bnt different branches of smith- 
ery abounded, and thus numerous com- 
pounds , and derivations of Smith came 
into existence. Among these are Smith-

Finds That She Met Death by Being 
Struck on the Temple—Naval Re- 


: serves on Duty to Protect Wilcor 


Elizabeth City, N. C., Dec. 28.—Fire 


weeks of mystery and speculation as to 
the tote of Miss Nellie Cropsey termi- 
nated yesterday when the body of the 
missing girl was found floating in the 
.river opposite her father's home. Tha 
body was discovered by J. D. Stillman, 
a fisherman. All the wearing apparel 
was intact, with the exception of the 
rubbers which the girl wore on the night 
of her disappearance. 


With the exception of some slight dis- 


eoloratfon of the face, the body was in 
a state of good preservation and but 
little ' decomposed. 
The body was 


easily identified as that of NeW Crop- 
sey. The spot where the body was 
found had been dragged a number of 
times since her disappearance but with 
no result. 


Coroner Fearing summoned a jury 


and called in three physicians to make a 
thorough and exhaustive autopsy, to 
learn if there were any signs of violence 
en the body. 


The verdict of the coroner's Jury was 


that the girl "came to her death by be- 
ing stricken a blow on thelef ttemple^nd 
by being drowned in The Pasquotank 
river. We have not yet investigated nor 
heard any testimony touching as ! to 
who inflicted the blow and did the 
drowning. We are informed that one 
James Wilcox is charged with same and 
Is now in custody. We recommend that 
investigation as to his or any one else's 
probable guilt be had by one or more 
magistrates in Elizabeth City town- 
ship and that said Wilcox be held to 
await said investigation." 


Great crowds assembled in front of 


the Academy of Music building where 
the Jury was in session waiting for th> 
Verdict as to whether the girl met with 
Coal play or committed suicide. 


Anticipating that trouble • may be 


brewing for James Wilcox, the naval 
reserves have been ordered out to main- 
tain order and peace and to see that no 
violence is offered Wilcox. By order of 
the mayor all barrooms in the city have 
been closed. Wilcox has been removed 
from the mayor's office, where he has 
been since his arrest, to the county jail 
for his own proection, and a strong 
guard has been placed around the jail. 


The girl's mother is completely pros- 


trated. She has watched daily, hop-

With Teamsters9 Demands

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 28—The board of 


trade arbitration committee met Messrs, j 
Sprague and Stevens, representing the 
• 


Lynn coal dealers, George L. Crane of : 
the Lynn Central Labor union and 
Agent Nelson of the Team Drivers' 
union last night to see if some settle- 
ment of the coal teamsters' troubles 
could not be arranged. The latter de- 
mand $13 per week for screeners and j 
drivers of!single horse wagons; $14 for ' 
drivers of two-horse wagons j $15 for 
three-horse drivers; a nine-hour day, 
with 40 cents an hour for overtime. 


The coal dealers were willing to con- 


cede the $18 and $14 provisions, but ru- 
fused to allow the other demands. At 
the conference last night they made a 
still further concession of the $15 a 
week for thre^horse teams; but beyond 
that the situation remained the same 
at the conclusion of the meeting as at 
the beginning. 


The matter will be reported to the 


Team Drivers' union tomorrow for 
final action, but at present the indica- 
tions point to the probability of a strike. 
Should one result, it would affecr "GO 
men and tie up 13 coal dealers in this 
city. 


Employers Inclined to Resist 


Boston, Dec. 28.—Nothing has trans- 


pired to materially change the outlook 
regarding the threatened strike of the 
teamsters of this city next Wednesday, 
and as yet the master teamsters show 
a disposition, as a whole, to resist the 
demands of their men. The teamsters 
believe that many of their employers 
will grant their demands before the 
time limit expires, but seem firm in 
their determination to strike In case 
they refuse to do so.

Prevented Germany From Establish* 


ing a Protectorate There-A Unique 
Figure as First Governor of Guam, 
Where He Held Autocratic Sway 


\ 


Boston, Dec. 28.—Captain Richard P. 


Leary, U. S. N., died yesterday at the 
Marine hospital, Chelsea, where he ban 
been ill for two months. The body was 
taken by last night's trail, to Annapo- 


lis, Md. On arrival at Annapolis the 
body of Captain Leary will oe received 
with full military honors and escorted 
to the Naval academy. 
The funeral, 


which will be military in character, will 
be held at the academy. The day has 
not yet been decided upon. Hariri will 
be in the naval cemetery. 


Captain Richard Phillips Leary was 


bora at Baltimore, Nov. a, 18-12, the son 
of Cornelius L. L. Leary, who repre- 
sented that city in congress at the out- 
break of the Civil war. 


Captain Leary was one of the best 


known officers in service, wirh a record 
of almost 42 years' service, having en- 
tered the Naval academy as an acting 
midshipman prior to the Oivil war. 


He was graduated in 18*30, and three 


years later was promoted to ensign. 
From 1863 to 1S65 he was attached to 
the boo.ckading squadron off Chares- 
ton. 


Up to the Spanish-American war he 


served on the European. North Atlantic 
and Pacific stations. 
From 1883 to 


18S9 he commanded the Adams on that 
station. 


He was senior officer at Samoa during 


the revolution in 1888, and 'mt for his 
timely and plucky defiance of the Ger- 
man officers in command there the isl- 
ands would hare Been seized and a 
German protectorate established. 


During the Spanish-American war, 


Captain Leary was engaged in block- 
ade service, in command of the San 
Francisco, Commodore Howell's flag- 
ship, having previously commanded the 
ram Kataitdin. No orie in the navy had 
any faith in this craft, and few oflicers 
or men cared for service on her. Asked 
what would be done with the old ship if 
an enemy's vessel was met, Captain 
Leary grimly replied that lie would 
order "Four bells!" (go ahead, full 
steam) and then eay his prayers. 


Early in 1809, while serving as a naval 


Inspector at Boston, he was appointed 
governor of the Island <>f Guam and 
entered upon the duties of this post 
with characteristic vigor. 


The conditions called for an autocrat, 


and an autocrat Leary became. And 
Leary found plenty to do at Guam. 
He was priest, doctor, judge, and em- 
peror in that little isle. He found the 
natives gentle, slothful, dirty, and liv-, 
ing in a state of Arcadian simplicity, 
which did not call for clothes for the, 
body or the blessings of the church or 
state on affairs matrimonial. The in- 
nocent islanders explained to the as- 
tonished governor that their fathers and 
mothers did the same way, but Cap- 
tain Leary said those days were past, 
and made the men and women who were 
living together march up in droves and 
get married, at the same time issuing 
a ruling that no more of these pro- 
miscuous unions should take place. He 
also mads the men and women put on 
clothes. 


Leary found slavery an institution of 


the island, and this be abolished. The 
sanitary knowledge of the Ouamites 
be found nil, and he enforced throughout 
the island certain health laws which 
have vastly decreased the rate of mor- 
tallty. He imported hens from America 
and gave them to the islanders, and they 
bave flourished amazingly, and now add 
to the wealth and diet of the inhabi- 
tants. In some mysterious way he 
cured the islanders of drunkenness; 
made them pay their debts, an obliga- 
tion which had been loosely regarded 
in the past; even persuaded them to 
come forward cheerfully and pay their 
taxes. 


Industrially he revolutionized the isl- 


and, for every Guamite is now a man 
behind a hoe, with a donkey, a pig, and 
poultry among his belongings. 
So- 


cially he induced in them a love for 
Thanksgiving day, Christmas, Washing- 
ton's birthday, Lincoln's birthday, La- 
bor day, Easter, Fourth of July, and all 
the holidays. All this without troops 
or munitions or war or physical force, 
though many times by the use of lofty 
words to impress the easy-going natives 
with a vivid idea of tha greatness of the 
American flag and the United States as 
a nation. 


It was not all smooth sailing. He be- 


came embroiled with the friars, and! 
finally ordered them off the island. 
He maintained discipline in his slender 
garrison with some 'severity 
and 


threatened to enforce his road-building

.deuce of Unsurpassed Prosperity 
Kew York, Dec. 28.—R. G. Dun A 


Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
If any evideace was needed of the uu- 
•aralleted prosperity with which this na- 
tion has been blessed during the past 
year, the expenditure for Christmas 
gifts and decorations should be ample. 
Up to the last hour on Christmas eve 
the eager buying continued, while many 
trders will not be filled bef om the year's 
fad because of the avalanche of bust* 
ness offered. 


Preparations were made for unusual 


activity, tut in many cases stocks and 
facilities proved utterly inadequate. 
Holiday mail Mras 40 percent heavier 
than last year's, which gives some 
measure of the expansion. 


Distribution of Christmas <;if ts among 


the employes of large firms and cor- 
porations was on the same scale, often 
the increase over last year amounting to 
100 percent, while the profit-sharing at 
the end of the year will reach unpre- 
cedented figures. 


It is noticed that southern trade 


shows less satisfactory gains over last 
year than at other sections, which is 
not surprising, as the principal product 
of the south has averaged from $S to 
$10 a bale less than a year ago, while the 
quantity thus far marketed shows noi 
commensurable increase. 


Pan-Americans' Conclusions 


Mexico City, Dec. 28.—The 
Pan- 


American conference at its sessio'n ap- 
proved a recommendation to the sev- 
eral governments of America on be- 
half of Chicago Olympian games, as 
well as tiie reports of the committees 
on resources and statistics, and on com- 
merce and reciprocity.

STARVATION 
PROPOSITION 


By Blockading Principal Ports and 


Cutting Off Supply of Food-Presf- 
d«nt Castro Declares That Ho Is I 
Prepared For Any Eventuality 


Washington, Dec. 28.— The gathering 


of German warships in the vicinity of 
Venezuela, and the presence in the same 
locality of many American, British, 
French and other foreign warships, is 
directing attention to imminence of the 
naval demonstration Germany is about 
to make against Venezuela, Thus far 
the German government has not made | 
known the exact details of her pro- 
posed move, the official communications 
to the United States being confined to 
an inquiry as to the attitude of this 
government on the question of a dem- 
onstration, lu view of the purpose on 
the part of Germany not to acquire any 
permanent foothold ift Venezuela. 


The answer of this government was 


entirely satisfactory to the German au- 
thorities, who, since, have proceeded 
with the execution of their plans for 
coercing Venezuela. It, is said to be 
probable that the first move by Ger- 
many will be tke establishment) of a 
blockade of Venezuelan ports so as to 
prevent the introduction of food pro- 
ducts into Venezuela, and thus starve 
the besieged into submission. 


Venezuela, It is said, is entirely de- 


pendent on the outside world for its 
supply of corn, which is a staple among 
the Venezuelans. The Germans are ex- 
pected to occupy one or more of tha 
main ports of Venezuela, probably La 
Guaira and Maracaibo. In this con- 
nection most positive assurances have 
been given to the United States govern- 
ment that the occupation Is to be tem- 
porary, and for such length of time as 
will permit the collection of the debt 
due to Germans, thus disposing of the 
report that there is any ulterior pur- 
pose to establish a German coaling sta- 
tion on Venezuelan soil. 


On the part of Venezuela It is semi- 


officially understood that President 
Castro has made known that he is pre- 
pared for a ay eventuality. There is 
complete silence, however, as to the de- 
fensive measures Venezuela is adopt-" 
ing, but there is no indication that she 
is laying mines or preparing in any way 
to resist an occupation of La Guaira or 
Maracaibo, which are such open ports 
that they are practically defenseless 
against sucb powerful armament as the 
Germans can bring to bear. 


The reliance of Venezuela appears to 


be on the practical difficulties Germany 
will encounter. Venezuela herself, it is 
asserted, has no need of outside supplies, 
and, while com Is much used, in an 
emergency there are many other ce- 
reals which can be put to use. 
More- 


over, the natives are said to be meat 
eaters almost exclusively, and to have 
no need for corn or outside products. 


.With reference to German occupa- 
tion of one or more ports, it is thought 
to be likely that Venezuela will rely on 
harassing the Invaders. 
The fresh 


water supply of La Guiara and Mara- 
caibo Is drawn from interior streams 
and lakes, and these are expected to be 
cut off. The interior of Venezuela is 
regarded as safe, as it is said that it 
would take at least 200,000 German. 
soldiers to make headway through the 
wild and uneven country 
against 


guerilla tactics. 


There appears also to be much reli- 


ance on the part of Venezuela in the 
sentiment and sympathy which can be 
aroused within the United States when 
a European invader is actually operat- 
ing on, American soil and Venezuela is- 
sues a declaration of war. Venezuela, 
it is understood, also relies largely on 
the fact that foreign capital i* invested 
In the large Venezuelan ports and would 
be the heaviest sufferers from any de- 
struction wrought by the Germans. 


Money from France, Germany and 


the United States has built up La 
Guaira, Maracaibo and the other large 
places and little Venezuelan capital, it 
is said, is at stake. A German block- 
ade, Venezuelans declare, will prove 
quite as onerous to American, British 
and other foreign shipping as it would 
to the internal interests of Venezuela, 
and these shipping interests are ex- 
pected to appeal to their several govern- 
ments. 


There are a few hopeful signs on both 


sides that at the last moment a clash 
may be averted. The German air-inter 
to Venezuela is still in Caracas at his 
post, and there is some hope that he may 
bring about a settlement 
The out- 


look for a cash settlement, however. 
is rather meagre, since Venezuela's 
treasury is empty and all of the Ven- 
ezuelan officials are on half-pay. An- 
other possible means) of settlement Is 
through the diplomatic offices of a 
prominent Venezuelan official now on 
foreign service who has been summoned 
by cable to return to Caracas, probably 
for the purpose of going OB a special 
mission to Germany. 


The presence of the North Atlantic 


squadron and many other American 
warships In West Indian waters is the 
source of much speculation in Germany 
and Venezuela. The Berlin officials are 
assured that the presence of American 
ships has nothing to do with Germany's 
plans against Venezuela, buf at Caracas

THE CHARITY BALL 


In its arrangements and conduct, the 


charity ball of 1901 may be classed 
among the most successful of recent 
years. Its decorations were admirable. 
The flavor of the holidays was in them. 
They were beautiful without conven- 
tional display and they were the work 
of local hands. In this and in the mu- 
sic, which was popular In character 
and by local musicians, the ball was a 
satisfying event. It is probable that a 
larger proportion of the receipts will 
be available for the benefit of, the hos- 
pital than of any previous charity ball 
because of a wise economy tbat did not 
interfere with the enjoyment of the 
guests.

meet the new conditions,

A governor may feel it 


his duty to aid the nation, rather than 
the state, when both are desirous of 
obtaining his service; but only the am- 
bition to be useful need tempt him 
from state into national duties. 


It is alf=o interesting in this connec- 


tion to note that since the presidency 
of Chester A. Arthur, the position of 
cabinet officer has been attended with 
fewer rewards in the way of influence 
than was formerly the case. So much 
is this true, that several men in recent 
yvars have preferred to retain posi- 
tions in congress as senators or repre- 
sentatives rather than to accept cab-, 
inet positions. Among' the senators to 
vhom cabinet positions have been of- 
fered, though not all publicly, were 
Senators Cullom, Davis, and. Aldrlch. 
All preferred to remain in the legisla- 
tive branch of the government, where 
continued service brings ever increas- 
ing influence. While the cabinet posi- 
tions have been decreasing in influence 
the president has been more and more 
taking to himself duties and respon- 
sibilities of judgment that hav« for- 
merly rested with the cabinet, until the 
position of cabinet member has far less 
to commend it to the ambitious than 
was the case some years ag:o.

Are Employed. 


Newspaper. English, which has been 


tb« object of so much flippant and sar- 
castic comment from all sorts of people, 
has found a champion. Professor T. R. 
Lounsbury, who as the author of an ad- 
mirable history of the English language 
is qualified to- speak, in a recent address 
opposed the hackneyed theory that news- 
papers are chiefly responsible for the cor- 
ruption of the English language. 
He 


recognized the fact that there are news- 
papers and newspapers, and that much 
hurried 
writing is necessarily done. 


"But," he went on, "the writers connect- 
ed with the more important journals are 
a picked body of men. They are inva- 
riably under an influence which tends to 
pioujote perspicuity ana energy of expres- 
sion. In education and ability newspa- 
per men are, as a class, far superior to 
those who set out to be their critics and 
censors." 


Certain newspapers, it must be admit- 


ted, 
have given cause for the censorious 


remarks about "newspaper English." 
Persons who read without discrimination 
make no distinction between these publi- 
cations dnd others which strive conscien- 
tiously and successfully to keep their col- 
umns from trite and slipshod expressions. 
There aie journals which do not care for 
facts. For the sins of these the nholo 
press is not to be indi$criniinately con- 
demned. In all of the better uewspapers 
simplicity and directness are constantly 
sought for. "Fine writing" is held as aa 
abomination. Their dispatches do not re- 
fer to battleships as "steel thunderers of 
tho deep" or to a dancing party as a 
"terpsichorean function." 
Such things 


are minor matters, but they go a Jong 
way toward good style. 


In writing, as in any other line of work, 


practice makes perfect. It is only rea- 
sonable to expect njen, who make a busi- 
ness of writing about things they see to 
do it well. During a week any first class 
newspaper contains a dozen bits of de- 
scription or narration which, in vigor and 
life, excel much of the composition in the 
popular novel of the day. The value of 
the newspaper as a training school for 
writers is shown by the careers of the 
men whose books are most read. Clem- 
ens, 
Kipling, Eugene Field, Richard 


Harding Davis, Stephen Crane, George 
W. Cable, Howells and scores of otheis 
have served their apprenticeship as re- 
porters. Much of their anonymous work 
for newspapers was as good as that 
which later won them fame. 


A newspaper is not a monthly maga- 


eine. In hurried work lapses are sure to 
be made. A correspondent writing a de- 
scription of a national convention at the 
rate Of 1S200 words an hour cannot stop 
to consider whether he has split an iu 
finitive or put his "only" in the right 
place, but his account will give a vivid 
description of the scene. The reader will 
see all the life and color of an exciting 
moment. . He will hear the confused diu 
of the shouting and will follow the pro- 
cession of the standards of the states 
around the hall. Yet a few persons will 
arise iiom reading such an article with 
tbe sole comment that newspapers con- 
tinually use the pernicious "is beiflg" 
form of the verb. 
To such critics as 


these Professor Lounsbury's remarks are 
addressed.

The Blue Danube. 


Among the most important rivers in 


Europe is the Danube; in fact, it is the 
eecond river. It has a length of i;700 
miles; it and its tributaries drain a valley 
bavins an area of over 300,000 square 
miles. Many nations live along its banks 
and those of the rivers which flow into 
it, and nearly 30 dialects are spoken from 
its source to its mouth. It rises in the 
Black forest to the north of Switzerland 
and almost'in sight of the French fron- 
tier.

van from Tafilet. 


There he seated himself comfortably 


on the ground. Within five minutes there 
• was a circle of men and boys round him. 


A brisk 
conversation ensued. 
The 


writer gathered that they were giving the 
story teller directions concerning the tale 
they wanted to hear. This is very often 
done. The audience, knowing that the 
etory teller lives by their support, is at 
times very definite in its demands, and 
not infrequently a plot must be altered 
in course of narration. 


Soon tha story started, and no knowl- 


edge- of Arabic was necessary to under- 
etand that the narrator was a man of 
parts. The audience was deeply moved, 
the interest extending from the gray 
bearded veterans more than 60 years old 
to the 15-year-old boy. 


Later In the morning, when the sun's 


rays were nearly vertical and most of 
the business was suspended, the story 
teller was still at his labors, and his audi- 
ence hod grown until the enlarged circle 
was four or fire deep, the inner rings sit- 
ting down, the others standing. Traders 
hnd left their stock in charge of children, 
and beggars bad forgotten their woes and 
were eagerly listening to the tale which 
one who understood explained to be about 
a beautiful princess, a wicked djinn, an 
old husband and a young man. 


The story appeared to be more engross- 


ing than wholesome in tone. To the ex- 
citement of his audience, to their cries 
of pleasure, their constant smiles and oc- 
casional jokes, tb-i story teller was to all 
appearance indifferent.

The mist thro« 
up by'the falling water settles on tin 
trees in such quantities that they often 
assume the appearance of icebergs strand 
ed high and dry on the banks. As the 
weight of the ice increases the weaker 
boughs break away under the burden. 
and after a very cold season the tree 
emerges from its plating of ice shorn eii 
tirely of its branches. The trunk alone

black pocket at the end of an eight foot 
pole proceeded to his task.

accessory he conld reach clear to the end 
of a pew, only he had to be careful not to 
hit some woislnper with the butt end 
while making his short reaches. 


Everybody in the congregation put in 


something, and the collector made a lit- 
tle bow every time a coin jingled in the 
pocket. 
He had gone about half way 


round when another elder started out 
with another bag and pole. The writer 
wondered he had not started before. His 
purpose, however, was* not to help his ffcl- 
low collector finish the work. 
Instead, 


he started just where the other had be- 
gun and passed the bag to the same peo- 
ple, and every one dropped in a coin as 
faithfully as he had done the first time. 


Nor was this the end, for the second 


collector had no sooner got a good start 
than a third stepped out from the pulpit 
front with bag and pole and went as in- 
dustriously over the ground as the two 
others had done. He was just as suc- 
cessful as his predecessors.

Our usual diet on the plantation was 
cornbiead and pork, but on Sunday morn- 
ing my mother was permitted to bring 
down a little molasses from the "bis 
house" for her three children, and when* 
it wus received how I did wish that every 
day was Sunday! 


I would get my tin plate and hold it up 


for the sweet morsel, but I would always 
shut my eyes while the molasses was be- 
ing poured out into the plate, with the 
hope that when I opened them I would 
be surpiised to see how much I had got. 
When I opened my eyes, I would tip the 
plate in one direction and another, so as 
to make the molasses spread all over it, 
in the full belief that there would be 
more of it and that it would last longer 
!f spread out in this way. So strong are 
tny childish impressions of those Sunday 
morning feasts that it would be pretty 
hard for any one to convince me that 
there is not more molasses on a plate 
when it is spread all over tbe plate than 
when it occupies a little corner, if there is 
a corner iu a plate. 


At any rate I have never believed in

proof liquor when it comes out. It's a lit- 
tle "worm" oa the mountain top and a 
man behind a gun. It's keep your eye on 
guard 24 hours to the day and come out 
at the end of the year as poor a? the dully 
respectable farmer, your neighbor. It's 
a risky business all the way through, but 
when it comes right down to the fascina- 
tion it's the ideal. It's "moonshine whis- 
ky," that's what it is, and it grows in the 
country "where there ain't no Ten Com- 
mandments and a man can raise a 
thirst." 


The moonshiner is an ignorant country- 


man, very uncouth in appearance, but as 
shrewd as a Connecticut Yankee. He is 
also a prince of hospitality, as may be 
said of nearly all of the Georgia and 
North Carolina mountaineers. He lives 
with a sword of Damocles constantly sus- 
penied above his head, and no one is 
more conscious of this fact than he is. 
As ha is in daily, almost hourly, fear of 
detection, he regards every one with more 
or less suspicion. Every stranger who 
arrives in the neighborhood is looked 
upon as a possible revenue officer, and 
every knock on the door of his dwelling 
is answered with inward feelings of 
doubt and nervousness. 


The reader must not infer from this 


that the moonshiner is a coward, for he 
is not 
As a rule he resolutely opposes 


any interference with his calling even to 
the shedding of blood, if this can be ac- 
complished without too much risk of de- 
tection. 


The extreme northern part of the state 


of Georgia contains some of the roughest, 
wildest and most grandly beautiful scen- 
ery in the Union. Throughout this re- 
gion are numberless high mountains, 
roaring torrents, deep gorges and almost 
impenetrable laurels. Amid such pic- 
turesque surroundings—in the most inac- 
cessible parts, at some distance from 
public roads and trails—the moonshiner 
sets up his still. The spot chosen is in 
most cases in the twilight depths of a 
laurel screened gorge, through which, 
rushes a crystal stream of water. Some- 
times the apparatus is boused in a cave 
which has been excavated for that pur- 
pose in the side of the mountain gorge, 
tut as a rule it is in the open air, being 
simply covered with a roof of split 
boards. The dwelling of the operator is 
seldom nearer than a quarter of a mile. 


The apparatus is not complex. A cop- 


per still, dubbed the "copper," about 18 
or 20 inches in diameter and of equal 
height; a coil of copper pipe several feet 
in length, called the "worm;" several 
tubs or casks for holding the mash and 
for catching the drippings from the 
worm; a mash stick, or stirring fork, and 
a small, narrow bottle in which to test 
the liquor, these articles comprise the en- 
tire outfit The still is set over a stone 
furnace, while the worm, with one end 
connected to the copper, rests in a barrel 
of running water from the stream near 
by.Coarsely ground cornmeal Is carried to 
the still, and a certain quantity, depend- 
ing upon the capacity of the apparatus, 
b stirred in boiling water until it is thor- 
oughly cooked. This is called "mash" 
and is about the consistency of ordinary 
dough. It is allowed to stand in the fer- 
menters in which it was mixed for 12 to 
86 hours. After fermentation has taken 
place water is added and the mass broken 
'up with a mash stick. When it is free 
from lumps and about as thick as butter- 
milk, it is called "beer." At this stage 
the liquid is not unpleasant to drink. In 
fact, large quantities of it are consumed 
by the moonshiner and his family an£ 
friends. 


Bye or, more commonly, corn malt 


(from a handful or two to eight pounds 
to the bushel of meal or tub of beer) is 
•then added to the beer, and it is again al- 
lowed to ferment, this time from 72 to OS 
hours. At the end of this second fer- 
mentation the copper is filled with a semi- 
liquid (still called "beer") and boiled off. 


The steam condenses on and passes off 


through the worm, and the first drippings 
are called "singlings." When the strength 
of the beer becomes exhausted, the ref- 
use, or "pot tail," is removed and fresh 
beer put in its place. As soon as enough 
singlings are accumulated the still is filled 
up with this liquid, and it is redistilled. 
The product of this latter and final step 
in the process is com whisky or proof 
spirits. 


With the crude apparatus and methods 


of the moonshiner a bushel of meal will 
yield about'two gallons of whisky, where- 
as the same measure of grain should 
yield three or more gallons under improv- 
ed methods. 


Contrary to common belief, moonshine 


whisky is generally of very poor quality. 
These mountaineer distillers have little 
or no knowledge of rectification, and fusel 
oil is therefore present in its original pro- 
portions; besides, the liquor is sold before 
it has had time to age. 
Strange as it 


may eeetn, moreover, adulterations are 
quite often used, such as tobacco or buck- 
eye bark, for adding to the intoxicating 
quality of weak liquor, and the addition 
of soap- or lye to make it hold a good 
"bead." According to the moonshiner, 
good, unadulterated liquor when shaken 
in a bottle will contain numerous bubbles 
on the surface. If four or more of these 
bubbles remain against the edge of the 
bottle for some minutes it is said to 
"hold a good bead." Notwithstanding 
the poor quality of the average moon- 
shine whisky, however, the unadulterated 
article is not infrequently equal to and 
even above government proof. 


The product is disposed of in several 


ways. A considerable portion is sold and 
given away at the still itself and at the 
dwelling of the operator. Another meth- 
od is as follows: A hollow tree or cave 
adjacent to the nearest Tillage Is desig- 
nated by common consent of the moon- 
shiner and some of his friends, one or 
more of whom acts as agent between the 
Ifller and buyer.

After 
a lapse of several hours, usually 12 or 
more, the agent returns and finds the 
money gone and the receptacle full of the 
desired liquor, which he delivers to the 
customer. The latter seldom knows who 
actually made and sold him the stuff.—

BIGGEST CLAIM IN THE WORLD. 


Jfot All the Money In the Universe 


Would Satisfy It. 


An Ifalian family named Peruzzi has 


a claim against the British government 
for $12,000.000, with interest since 1340. 
The claimants are descendants of the fa- 
mous Peruzzis who were the great bank- 
ers of Florence in the middle ages. Flor- 
ence waa thea the great banking center 
of Europe. 


King Edward III. professed a great 


affection for the head of the Peruzzi fam- 
Hy. At the same time he borrowed large 
sums of money from the banker. 
Th<> 


king had already strained the country's 
resources in nghting the Scotch, and 
when he made war on France he needed 
the help of the Florentine bankers very 
much and obtained it. He was success- 
ful in uis war, as the historic names of 
Crecy and Poitiers attest, but that did 
not fill his ceffers. In the year 1340 Ed- 
ward's debt to Peruzzi and his brother 
Florentine bankers amounted to about 
$12,000,000, a colossal sum in those days. 


Banker Peruzzi at last summoned up 


courage to ask the terrible king for Lis 
money, but his majesty begged him not 
to mention the subject again. When the 
banker pressed him further, the king is- 
sued a proclamation announcing that 
owing to a lack of ready money and for 
the good of the kingdom he should post- 
pone the payment of all debts indefinite- 
ly. This proclamation was regarded aa 
a very statesmanlike document in Eng- 
land, and Edward has retained his repu- 
tation as one of the wisest of the early 
English kings. 


The Peruzzi family are still in exist- 


ence and hold a respectable position in 
Italy. Ever since 1340 they have kept on 
donning the sovereigns of England for 
their money. Every ten years they for- 
ward a statement of their claim to the 
British government, but the latter shows 
no inclination to pay it 
The sum of 


$12,000,000 borrowed by King Edward 
III. would, with a moderate rate of inter- 
est compounded annually since 1340, run 
into twenty-six figures. There ia not 
enough money in the world to par it, but 
it is hardly necessary to say that the 
Peruzzi family would compromise for a 
much smaller sum that that.—Modern So- 
ciety.

The great social event of the year 


has come and gone again, and the sev- 
enteenth annual charity ball is and 
will be a pleasant memory until the 
eighteenth annual charity ball with, all 
its vigor and freshness causes that 
memory to grow dim a-.d fade away 
into the long vista of charity balls gone 
by. 


Last night'fa event compared very fa- 


vorably with ita predecessors, though 
in some respects it differed in charac- 
ter from the standards set in previous 
years, and consequently from the pre- 
conceived notion of what it would be 
this year.

The 
ante room opening off this corner was 
used as a card room and was in mark- 
ed contrast to the main hall, being 
gaily decorated with Japanese lanterns 
and screens.

The music was 
rather more catchy than usual, being 
for the most part popular opera airs, 
but it was thoroughly enjoyed by the 
audience.
